‘the outbreak of the war in 1941, he was born at Ohchi-Machi, Higashi-Muro-Gun, 
Wekayama-Ken, Japan on December 1, 1893, On December 4, 1929 he married AYAKO 
TANAKA, better known by her pen name of HARU MATSUI. According to the Japanese 
Association list noted above, they were living together at 28 East 14th Street, 
New York, New York in 1938, The Japanese Association data ig partially quoted as 
follows: “He is living with AYAKO TANAKA for many years as man and wife. There is 
doubt whether they married or just living together. A child was born between then 
but died’a year or so age.
